vide« th a t the M etropolitan w ater 
district,

The use of dogs enta ils hauling 
dog feed to a base of operations 
and feeding the anim a ls during the 
summer months when they ha v e 
no work to perform. 
It ha s been 
found more economical to utilize 
pair of reindeer for ha uling sup­ 
plies ov er the spring snow crust 
and then butcher the a nim a ls for 
meat a t the end of the J ourney. 
Where it opce required 50 pounds 
of

meal and 100 pounds of rice with 
addition of dried salmon to feed a

Mr. Roper's first Callfor 
nls a ctiv ity w a s in Round v a lley 
where he mined and farmed. 
His 
search for gold wa s unproductiv e 
and he la ter returned to Garden 
Prairie, whare he wa s married in 
1869. 
Following his marriage, he 
settled on a farm in tha t region and 
resided there for a number of years. 
For many yea rs during his reaJ - 
dencs there, he wa s deputy a ssess­ 
or in his district. 
Locating in J amestown, N. D.. 
later,

engaged in 
mercantile 
business and, becoming Interested 
in politics, w a s elected and serv ed

fourth and figs la districts. 
The chances include the separa­ 
tion from the service of H arry J.

At the 1328 session of the Cali­ 
fornia a u te legislature, there w as 
subm itted 
for consideration 
and 
adoption a m easure entitled the 
MetropollUn 
w ater 
district 
bill. 
This bill w as designed to create 
legal m achinery whereby the vari­ 
ous 
m unicipalities 
in 
Southern 
California, desiring to do so, might 
join together la the form ation of 
a district for the purpose of fi­ 
nancing, constructing and operat­ 
ing an aqueduct to supply their 
several needs frgm the Colorado 
River. 
The MetropollUn w ater district 
bill had been formulated following 
a meeting of the Colorado River 
Aqueduct association, a t which a 
number of cities, through 
their 
represenUtlves, 
had 
indicated 
a 
strong desire to share in the ben­ 
efits of a domestic w ater supply 
from the Colorado. 
It w as passed 
by the senate but was defeated in 
the assembly. 
Strong Demand, Real Need 
A strong demand and a very 
real need for this legislation still 
exists. 
In view of this fact, the 
Colorado River Aqueduct associa­ 
tion some tim e ago appointed a 
committee to study the problem 
and draft a bill for submission at 
the 1927 session of the state legis­ 
lature. 
This committee is com­ 
posed of W. B. Mathews, Los An­ 
geles, chairm an; Jam es H. How­ 
ard, Pasadena, secreU ry; William 
Johnstone, 
San 
Dimas; 
Chester 
Coffirj, Santa Monica; Ray Morrow, 
Glendale; 
G rant 
Holcomb, 
San 
Bernardino. 
Hiram 
W adsworth, 
president of the Colorado River 
Aequeduct association, and former 
SU t* Senator William J. Carr, of 
Pasadena, have been made hon­ 
orary members of th* committee. 
In naming the committee, P resi­ 
dent W adsworth announced that 
he had m ads a special effort to 
obtain 
widely 
distributed 
repre­ 
sentation, in order th at the inter­ 
ests of no interested community 
might be overlooked. 
The bill, as drafted by the com­ 
mittee, we feel, is in fairly good 
shape, but there always are op­ 
portunities for improvement, in a 
m easure of this character. 
It is,

articles to present to the general 
public as much detailed inform a­ 
tion concerning the bill as possi­ 
ble.

B artlett building, Los Angeles, 
Purpose, of Bill 
It is provided th at the provisions 
of the M etropolitaa w ater district 
bill shall be applicable to the in­ 
corporation, government and oper­ 
ation of a unified district com­ 
posed of cities and local w ater 
districts. 
The bill further pro­ 
vides th a t -the Metropolitan w ater 
district, 
when 
established, 
shall 
have power to acquire and qperate 
a common domestic w ater supply 
and distribute w ater wholesale to 


the units constituting Its mem- 
bsrshlp. 
The bill is an enabling act. 
It 
does not, in itself, create a w ater 
district. 
It only supplies the legal 
m achinery under which such a dis­ 
trict m ay be formed by any group 
of cities in the state seeking a 
w ater 
supply. 
Its 
term s 
have 
been drawn, however, having in 
mind prim arily the problem of the 
cities 
of 
the 
coastal 
plane 
of 
Southern California in organizing 
for the purpose of bringing w ater 
from the Colorado river. 
The act contem plates the for­ 
mation 
of 
non-contlguous 
cities 
into a working unit. 
Inasm uch as 
there are, in Southern California. 
some

unincorporated 
areas

urban

typified by Altadena, It has been

cities, w ater districts incorporated 
for the service of w ater in other 
than municipal territory. 
Under 
the language of the act, as now 
written, it would be possible for 
such an area as Altadena, desir­ 
ing to secure the benefits of the 
bill 
w ithout 
assum ing 
the

burdens of municipal 
incorpora­ 
tion, to organize a w ater district 
and thereby become a part of the 
M etropolitan w ater d istrict 
Such 
local 
w ater districts are 
to be 
considered 
as 
included 
in 
the 
meaning 
of 
the 
words 
city 
or 
cities wherever these term s ap ­ 
pear in the bill as now drafted. 
Reasons for Exclusion 
Unincorporated territory gener­ 
ally 
has 
been 
excluded 
from 
membership in the district under 
the proposed bill. 
This bas been 
done 
for 
several 
reasons, 
most 
potent of which is th at while rep­ 
resentatives of the areas within 
the Colorado river basin will not 
object to a diversion of a do­ 
mestic w ater supply out of the 
basin and into the Southern Cali­ 
fornia coastal plane, they would 
seriously object to such diversion 
of w ater for irrigation purposes, 
the fram ers of the bill have de­ 
liberately excluded agricultural ter­ 
ritory. 
In 
this 
connection, 
It 
should be noted th at w ater brought 
from the Colorado river, while not 
unduly 
expensive 
for 
domestic 
purposes, would be too costly for 
irrigation use. 
In considering the Colorado river 
w ater from an agricultural stan d ­ 
point, it m ust be borne in mind 
that the securing of an adequate 
domestic supply from this source 
wilt relieve the farm s from the 
present danger of condemnation 
for municipal use of the w ater 
now in use for inrigatlon purposes. 
Colorado river w ater also will re­ 
lieve

w ater main. now being laid ba» 
tween Corona Del M ar and Lagu­ 
na Beach will be completed and 
water turned into the lines by Feb­ 
ruary I, It was announced here 
today by H. W. Kohl, general con­ 
tractor in charge of construction. 
The water main i* one of tha 
largest of its kind 
in Southern 
California and ha» attracted the 
attention of engineering men all 
over the United States. Engineer* 
of Southern California will inspect 
the pipe line some time this week, 
according to reports. 
The line Ie regarded as an ex­ 
cellent engineering feat. J. B. L ip- 
pincott of Loa Angeles and C. R. 
Browning, engineer for the Irvine 
Ranch 
company, 
are 
the 
chief 
engineers on the project. 
Cement Covered Mains 
One of the features of the w ater 
main is the cement covered welded 
steel mains, which are being laid. 
The cement is put on the pipes 
w ith a cement gun. A three-six­ 
teenths-inch 
steel 
pipe 
ta 
used 
for the main. The pipe is 30 inches 
in diameter. It is covered inside 
and out with a protective coating 
of ta r and 
a three-fO urths-inch 
layer of concrete is placed on th* 
exterior of the pipe. The cem ent 
covering is re-tnforced with a net­ 
work of wire. 


Above ara shown sections of pipe which will carry water to Laguna Reach. 
In the foreground 
the pipe is shown before it is given a cement coating. 
In the distance pips, which already Its* been 
coated with cement, is shown being wetted down by workmen to prevent cracking. 
The pips is allowed 
to cure for 10 days. 
Lower—A section of the 65,000-foot main, spanning an arroyo along th* coast 
highway. 
The line is considered an engineering feat. 
Credit for the line is due C. R. Browning, of 
Irvine, and J. B. Lippiness, of Los Angeles, chief engineers on the project.

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 3.—Following Tommy Armour’s sensational 
victory in the $2500 Long Beach Open tournmeat, amateurs and pro­ 
fessionals from all over the country began toning up today for the west’s 
greatest golf event, the $10,000 Los Angeles Open. The Los Angeles 
open has drawn the largest list of national and international profession­ 
als ever to show in the west. The first qualifying round starts Friday.

BASEBALL CONSERVATIVE 
Baseball Is not without its faults. 
Every now and then It Is apparent 
certain changes In the rules would 
better the game, but the sugges­ 
tions are not always acted upon. 
When the football rulemakers be­ 
lieve some reform will work for 
good, It Ie incorporated In the rules 
and given a thorough trial. 
If it 
falls of its objective, then the fol­ 
lowing year the solons go back to 
the old Interpretation. 
In that sense football is mo-e 
progressive, despite the fact it has 
no opportunity to try out suggested 
reforms before actual play. 


EXPERIMENTAL STATIONS 
I would like to see the major 
leagues’ training camps in the south 
used as experimental stations for 
some of the reforms that it is be­ 
lieved would help the sport. 
The spring games are under the 
supervision 
of competent 
major 
league umpires. 
These 
officials 
would be In a position to form a 
definite opinion of the various re­ 
forms after seeing them executed 
in actual competition. 
Incidentally, the managers and 
players would have an opportunity 
to judge the merits of a n / suggest­ 
ed change, also the newspapermen 
following the teams. 
This would eliminate the neces­ 
sity of changing a rule in mid-sea­ 
son, as was the case several years 
ago relative to what constituted a 
bom# run. 


MID-SEASON SHIFT 
Back in 1920 the rulemakers de­ 
cided that after a batted ball pass­ 
ed out of the playing field, the jur­ 
isdiction of the umpire over it im­ 
mediately ended. 
If the player were fair, In the 
opinion of the 
umpire, when it 
passed rut of the playing field, it 
was a home run, 
even though it 
finally curved foul before passing 
out of his sight 
The rule seemed fair enough and 
I am still rather partial to it, but 
the consensus of a majority of the 
umpires and managers was that it 
was more accurate for the umpire 
to render a decision of fair or foul 
as to where the ball was when it 
passed out of his view. 
This decision 
was reached after 
about two months of play, so that 
part of the season was played under 
one rule and the rest under just the 
opposite. 
Babe Ruth profited to the extent 
of six home runs that spring and 
lost perhaps a dozen others as a re­ 
sult of the chance. 


INTENTIONAL PASS 
The first experiment I would like 
to see the teams make in the 
south would, have to do with the 
intentional pass. Probably there is 
no solution of this play that would 
satisfy, yet an experiment would be 
well worth while. 
The other day I received the fol­ 
lowing suggestion from a California 
fa». Alfred LengeL While it is not 


an exactly new Idea, it is one that 
I have always believed worth ex­ 
perimenting with. Here is his pro­ 
posed rule. 
“It shall be optional with the b at­ 
ter to accept a base on balls after 
receiving four legal balls and be­ 
fore receiving three strikes.” Here 
is the way such a rule would be in­ 
terpreted: 


CONCRETE EXAMPLE 
Babe Ruth is at bat. He is pitch­ 
ed four balls but refuses to take 
his base. He finally gets two balls 
{.rod enough to swing a t and fouls 
off both, making the count three 
balls and two strikes. 
Then Ruth. 
if he desired, could continue to hit 
until he had his third strike, or, if 
he preferred, he could walk, pro­ 
vided there had been four wide ones 
prior to the second strike. 
Off hand. as I see it. the one 
greatest flaw to such a rule would 
be that it wold tend to greatly de­ 
lay the game, which is always ob­ 
jectionable.

rhich excellent bread and pud- 
ing were made. 
Hard pressed

Flour Nutritioua 
The flour Is similar In com poll­ 
en to rice and corn flour and is 
lighly nutritious.

Soon he

"American 
planes

States we require our bombers to 
carry a load of from 1500 to 2000 
pounds. Naturally the small plane 
has a much greater speed than has 
our heavier type. 
“We must rely on history as our 
guide to the fture. 
There often 
has appeared a factor in national 
defense that caused people to say, 
The day of the battleship la over.’ 
This occurred when the torpedo 
was invented. 
We heard it again 
when the submarine came into use. 
We hear it now about tho plane. 
“Th* 
plane 
bas 
an 
effective 
traveling range of 250 miles. Hsnce 
any battleship 800 miles from shore 
is safe from plane attack. So» un­ 
til the plane is 
developed 
to 
a 
greater range we cannot say that 
the battleship is doomed. 
“There has been much agitation 
against the use of chlorine gas. It 
has been argued that as a weapon 
of warfare this gas is barbarous. 
But attar giving the subject con­ 
siderable thought, I am not so con­ 
vinced. 
“Statistics show that gas bas a 
fatality average of two per cent 
Shell lire fatalities amount to l l 
per cent 
I believe that gas aa a 
weapon of warfare is far more 
humane than are

"Man, know thyself,” and “When doctors dis­ 
agree”—these aphorisms suggest the thought that it 
is important that a man should know his doctor. His 
doctor knows him—don’t doubt that for a minute,— 
and to be fair tc his doctor and to himself he should 
know his doctor.

MENINGITIS TREATMENT MUST BE PROM RT 
Meningitis la an infectious disease, scientifically 
known at least ainee 1805. 
Early epidemics occurred-In the United States 
previous TO 1811. 
It occurs both as an epidemic 
and In the form of occasional cases breaking out 
in various communities. 
It 
transmitted from one person to another, but 
is not nearly so infectious as some of the common 
infectious diseases. 
It is generally believed that the bacteria enter 
the body through the nose and throat and that th* 
disease may be transmitted by contact with a per­ 
son who is infected and who may cough and sneese. 
There also are probable carriers of the disease who 
carry it about with them but who do not get sick 
with meningitis. 
In meningitis the disease usually sets to sudden­ 
ly with headache, pains In the back, loss of appe­ 
tite, chills and vomiting and fever. 
The most Important early symptom 
la 
painful 
stiffness of tho muscles of the neck which may 
contract so greatfy that the head will be drawn 
back. Sometimes there are tremors of th# muscles 
and spasms of the arms and legs. 
Obviously a disease with such serious symptoms 
should receive the most prompt medical attention. 
This is absolutely important, since the physician 
will make an exact diagnosis by the use of the ex­ 
amination of the blood and of the spinal fluid, and 
will then apply the specific medical treatment which 
has been. shown to have great valu J In controlling 
this disease. 
The serum, the discovery of which to accredited 
to Dr. Simon Flexner, must be given aa early as 
possible, In severe cases being Injected directly into 
the veine. 
When It is injected into the spine, as to usually 
done when the organism causing the disease Is 
found in the blood, some of the spinal fluid to first 
withdrawn. 
* 
Lines the discovery of this serum, tbs death rats 
from this disease has fallen greatly, so that vast 
numbers of children are now saved who formerly 
would have died. 
The many serious complicating 
results of the disease also are thus avoided.

Tax System Called Failure 


"Ban Bernardino tun* 


Speaking before the tax authori­ 
ties of the country, Ray L. Riley, 
•tate controller, declared Califor­ 
nia’s taxation system to be a fail­ 
ure and charged “It has encour­ 
aged unwise stats expenditures and 
will continue to do so—” 
We could wish that Mr. Riley 
could place his expert opinion of 
California’s taxation system In the 
hands of every property owner 
within California. 
He shows that 
instead of relieving the burden on 
real property the system—known 
more familiarly In San Bernardino 
county as Amendment No. I—ac­ 
tually increased It 
Mr. Riley was thinking of his 
old homo county when bs de­ 
clared: 
“A grave Injustice was per­ 
petrated 
In 
California 
upon 
those counties who happened 
to possess a considerable rail­ 
road mileage and in some in­ 
stances separation caused a lore 
of one-third of the taxable 
property within the county." 
That 
sympathy 
interests 
San 
Bernardino county, but probably 
few others outside of the counties 
so seriously injured by tho sys­ 
tem. The entire stats win bs in­ 
terested in Mr. Riley's charge that 
the system has encouraged unwise 
state expenditures. 
Very probably the stats is heed­ 
ed toward a revision In the taxa­ 
tion system. Governor-elect Young 
know of the impossible situations 
that have been created by the dual 


system of taxation and bs has 
pledged himself to name a com­ 
mission to make a careful survey 
of th" taxation methoda 
But what of San Bernardino 
county in the meantime? 
Influential members of the new 
administration have long recognis­ 
ed that Ban Bernardino county 
should be reimbursed for at least a 
portion of its loss. The San Ber­ 
nardino county delegation In the 
legislature should investigate the 
situation. 
For years the general 
county fund has been called upon 
to keep open schools at Needles 
and some other districts on the 
desert which were so heavily hit 
by the withdrawal of railroad prop­ 
erty from local taxation. Certain­ 
ly this burden st least is not the 
burden exclusively of the people 
of San Bernardino county but of 
the entire state. It cannot be hoped 
that the legislature would make a 
reimbursement sufficient to t est 
the county’s entire loss. for even 
during the 10-year period the law 
Itself provides such i .mbursement 
should bs made by the legislature 
fell far, abort of its duty; but It 
would be a callous legislator who 
would take the position the respon­ 
sibility of keeping the schools of 
Needles ope:» because of absence 
of taxable property is not the bur­ 
den of the state rather than of 
the county. 
The situation at least calls for 
tho effort.
